papers detail the enormous amount of silver which they carry to 
the India and China markets ;—the newspapers also dwell con- 
tinually upon the large quantities of five-franc pieces imported 
from France to satisfy the demand for silver for the East, and 
upon the continued drain of gold to re plenish the exhausting trea- 
sure of the Bank of France ;—and lastly, it is intimated that the 
French Government are contemplating a prohibition of the export 
of silver—an experiment which, under existing circumstances, 
would be almost as effectual for its object as the efforts of Dame 
Partington with her mop. 

France is coming to a dead lock, by having established and by still 
persisting in a double standard of value, apon which all her money 
is coined, and all her monetary obligations are based ; by having at- 
tempted to unite in one common single value the two metals of gold 
and silver, and by still persisting in the attempt, under the changed 
and still changing cireumstances of the production of those metals — 
changes which we may be sure wil! defeat all fiscal attempts to arrest 
or control their consequences. Let us, in the fewest possible words, 
refer to the recent history of

upon the creditor to receive payment either in one or the other, it 
is plain that that metal which should become the cheapest would 
be adopted as nearly the sole medium of making payments. It 
was not long before the relative values as fixed by law and incor- 
porated in the coins of the countr vy, 
rise in the price of gold, or a fall in the price of silver. 
became a profitable operation to purchase up the gold coin with 


the quantity of silver assigned by law as its equivalent, to export 
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the gold and to import silver. As every creditor was compelled 
to accept one or other of the metals, whichever his debtor tendered, 
all payments were soon made in silver, which accordingly became 
nearly the sole circulating medium of the country. Gold coin, if 
required fur the convenience of travelling or for any other special 
purpose, could only be obtained upon p _— nt of an agio, or pre- 
mium, which represented the altered relative prices of gold and 
silver since the proportions to which we have referred were esta- 
blished by law. As the tendency auring the first half of the 
present century was constantly, though very slightly, for gold to 
increase in value in relation to silver,owing to the greater increase 
in the production of the latter as compared with the former, there 
was likewise a tendency for the agio upon gold coin in France to 
increase ; and for many years the actual circulation of the country 
was pract ically as exclusively silver, as if that metal had been the 
only legal tender. But the gold discoveries in California in 1848, 
and subsequently those in Australia in 1851, were destined first to 
arrest, and before long entirely to reverse, this state of things in 
France. 

There is no means of computing the amount of silver coin which 
existed in France at the time of the recent gold discoveries. 
But, that it constituted nearly the sole money in 
France, that much hoarding was then practised, and that the re- 
| serves of the banks and of the numerous notaries scattered through 
| every village consisted almost exclusively of silver coin, it would 
be a very moderate estimate indeed to place it at a value of 
100,000,000/. From the time those discoveries began to make 
themselves felt upon the markets of the world, the relative price

of gold and silver became changed, at first slightly, but subse- 
quently very pereeptibly. As gold fell in value in relation to 


| silver, the option of the debtor in France to pay in either metal 
soon began to show its pr : tical consequences by his adoption of 
gold when it became the cheapest, as he had done formerly by the 
use of silver when it was the cheapest. Gold coins began rapidly 
to make their appearance in the circul ation of Fr: ance; and before 
long silver coins were bought up, exported at a profit in exchange 
for gold, as gold coins had former ly been in exchange for silver. 
Up to this time gold has gradually become more and more abun- 
dant, and silver more and more scarce—the French Government 
having persevered in retaining the same relative value of 1 grain of 
gold to 15.464 of silver which the two metals bore in 1802, while 
the actual intrinsic values in the markets of Europe have materially 
changed in favour of silver. 


The statistics of the coinage at the Mint in Paris, and 
of the reserves of bullion held by the Bank of France, 
show in a very striking manner how rapidly gold has been 
supplanting silver in France during the last six years. In 
the four years prior to 1850, the silver coined at the 
Mint in Paris amounted to 387,000,000 francs, or at the rate 


of the value of 3,873,000 annually :—while during the same four 
| years gold was coined to the amount of only 76,700, 0902 francs, 
or at the rate of 767 ,000/ annually -—that i is, the gold coined bore a 
| proportion in value to the silver of on! y one fifth. But let us see 
what a marked change took place after 1850. In the six years 
which followed, the total amount of silver which was coined was 
only 235,000,000 francs, of the value of 9,400,000, or at the rate 
of 1,566,000/ annually. But during the same period, the amount 
of gold which was coined rose to the enormous sum of 
1 ,623,000,000 francs, of the value of 64,920,0002, or at the rate of 
10,820,0007 annually :—that is, during those six years, the gold 
coined was in value in the proportion of about seven to one of 
silver. But during the last two years the proportion has been 
still more in favour of gold. In 1854 and 1855 the amount of 
gold coined in Paris was in value 36,500,000/ :—while the amount 
of silver coined was of value only 985,000/—being in the propor- 
tion of value of rather more than thirty-six of gold to one of silver. 
These comparisons result in the following remarkable changes :— 
1. In the four years prior to 1850 the siiver and gold coined in 
Pp aris was in value, in the proportion of five of silver to one of gold. 
- In the six subsequent years the comparison was reversed, 
al the coinage was in value in the proportion of seven of gold to 
one of silver.

3. Taking the two last years by themselves, the difference in 
favour of aa coined is still more striking :—the proportion in 
value being rather more than thirty-six of gold to one of silver. 

Again, if we turn to the statistics of the bullion in the Bank of 
France, the evidence furnished of the supplanting of the more 
valuable metal, according to the legal rating in France, in favour 
of the less valuable, is not less striking. On the 3ist December, 
1849, the bullion held by the Bank of France, consisted of silver to 
the value of 17,170,000, and of gold to the value of 162,000/. On 
the 31st of December last the silver in the Bank of France was 
reduced from 17,170,0002 by gradual annual steps to 3,500,000/ ; 
and the gold was increased from 162,000 to 4,500,000, havi ing 
the previous year been 7,733,000/. 

How much gold has by these means been absorbed by 
France since 1850, and how much silver has been liberated ? 
Up to last December the gold coinage had been in six years, as we 
have seen, 64,920, 0007 : during the ‘first eight months of the pre- 
sent year it has been 8 ,150 0002, making together 73,070,000 vit 
to this we add 5,000, 0001 more of gold now held by the Bank of 
France than at the close of 1849, we arrive at the astounding fact 
that France has absorbed no less than 78,000,0002 of gold : since 
the-discoveries in 1849. It is more difficult to estimate how much 
silver has been liberated. In the first place, it is probable that 
the greatly increased activity of trade in France since the develop- 
ment of the rail system has required a larger circulating medium, 
though, on the other hand, this has been to some extent supplied 
by the adoption of a paper circulation, by the Bank of France, of 
a lower denomination than formerly. Before 1848 the smallest 
note issued by the Bank of France was for 500f, or 201. Since 
then they have issued notes of the value of 100f and 200f each, or 
of 42 and 82. On the whole, the note circulation of the Bank of 
France has increased by about 16,000,0007. Again, a very consi- 
derable portion of the gold coined was not absorbed for circulation 
in France, but was transmitted to the East to defray the expenses 
| of the war. If, however, we allow for the increased circulation of 
France, in addition to the paper we have noticed, and for the gold 
coin sent to the East, a sum of 30,900,0007 of gold coin, we shall 
still have an amount of no less than 43,000,000/ of gold coin made 
in France, and which must have displaced silver coin to about the 
same amount. As near, then, as a computation can be made from 
these materials, we may answer the two questions, thus :— 

1. Since 1850 the value of gold absorbed by France 
78,000,0002. 

2. In the same period the value of the silver which has been 
liberated from France is 43,000,000/. 

These are two facts which, as we shall show in a future article 
(probably next week), have a most important bearing upon the 
monetary events of the period to which we have referred, and are 
of the deepest interest inferentially with regard to the future. 
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But let us now refer to the effect which these changes have pro- 
duced upon the internal circulation of France. We have already 
seen that, after the adoption of a double standard, as soon as gold 
became slightly appreciated as compared with its legal rated value, 
it disappeared altogether from the circulation, and silver became 
the only money of France in common use. But in that change 
no practical inconvenience arose, inasmuch as the largest as 
well as the smallest sums could be paid in silver. Of 
late, as we have seen, since gold has become the cheapest of 
the two metals, the same tendency has existed towards a circula- 
tion exclusively of gold as before exclusively of silver; but in 
the present instance there is a difficulty of a practical kind 
which did not exist before. Gold may be coined in pieces of 20 
francs and 10 francs: an attempt has been made to coin it into 
pieces of five francs ;—but the expense of the coinage was so great, 
and in common use, so small a coin was found so inconvenient, 
that it has been discontinued. Ten-franc pieces are, therefore, the 
lowest denomination into which gold is coined. But then a great 
bulk of the coin most in use must be of lower denominations,— 
such as 5 franc, 2 franc, 1 france, } a franc, and even } of a franc, 
and these are necessarily all of silver. But as long as the old 
rating of the relative value of gold and silver is persevered in, 
twenty one-franc pieces, or four five-franc pieces, are worth more 
in the markets of the world than the gold twenty-frane piece, and 
there is therefore a profit attached to the export of these silver 
coins and the import of gold in exchange for them. Of course 
whenever the silver coins are reduced below their original weight 
by wear, they cease to be of the same intrinsic value; and there- 
fore it isnot profitable to export them. ‘This applies chiefly to 
the smaller coins which are generally much worn. But the five- 
Jranc pieces, which are in general of full weight, have been, and 
continue to be, exported to an enormous extent; and the greatest 
possible inconvenience begins to be experienced throughout France 
for the want of small coin. 

Not understanding, or not duly appreciating the real cause of 
this difficulty, the French Government, or rather the Bank of 
France, hasmade several efforts toremedy the evil. When matters 
were left to their own direction in 1854 by the simple law of 
price, the whole amount of the new coinage of silver was in the 
avy to the value of only 80,000/, while that of gold was 20,480,000 ; 


ut in 1855, when the inconvenience caused by the scarcity of 


silver coin was much felt, a forced effort was made to supply it 
by the purchase at a loss of silver to a considerable amount from 
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the banks in Holland; and in 1855, silver eoin te the value-of 
900,0001 was coined, while however the gold coinage reached 
16,000,000/. A similar forced attempt to coin silver has beep 
made in the present year; in the first seven months silver to the 
amount of 738,000/ has been coined, while however during. the 
same period gold has been coined to the amount of 8,640,000/. : I¢ 
is certain that this silver, small as the amount is, has been coined at 
a loss. But this is not all :—it is equally certain that as fast as it 
has been coined, it has been exported at a profit, and will continue 
to be so, so long as the present state of things lasts. So long as 
four five-franc pieces contain silver of more intrinsic and exchange- 
able value than the gold twenty-frane piece, it will be profitable 
to export the silver , and the new spapers will continue to inform ug 
of the large number of those coins imported from France to sup- 
ply the demand for the East. Nor will this course be in any way 
arrested by any law which the French Government may pass to 
prohibit the export of silver. Of all things easy to smuggle, the 
precious metals are the casiest: they are of. great value i in propor. 
tion to the bulk, and can be easily transported across a frontier, 
The attempts of the English Government during the old war, and 
of the Russsian Government during the late war, to prevent the 
export of gold, sufficiently show how vain it was. No, it is not by 
fiscal regulations that such cases can be met: it is only by re- 
storing the relative values of the metals to their natural condition, 
by repealing those laws which are no longer applicable, and by ad- 


justing the quantities of the precious metal in the different coins, so 


as to take aw ay the motive for the exportation of them. But to at- 
tempt to retain the double standard, and to adjust the coins now 
to the present relative price of silver and gold, would only be to 
expose the coinage again toa similar derangement as soon as the 
price of silver is again changed, and it is probable that it must 
further advance before long. The only secure plan, in short, is 
for France to abandon the double standard, and, like England, to 
adopt a single standard of gold—to establish a new silver coinage 
of the present denominations, reducing the pieces however so much 
in weight, that, like our silver coin in England, they will contain 
less silver than the value they represent—to circulate as tokens; 
and to be a legal tender for only a limited sum. 


At the time of the gold discoveries the American Government 
found itself in the same dilemma as the French Government does 
now. In the United States they also had a double standard of 
gold and silver. The same consequences soon became apparent 
there that have happened in France: silver rapidly disappeared, 
and great inconvenience was felt by the scarcity of small coins. 
At that time the dollar contained 412} grains, and the half-dollar 


2061 grains of silver:—the lower subdivisions have a propor- 
tionate weight. At these rates there was a profit upon 
the export “of silver. But in 1853, the American Govern- 


ment ceased to coin dollar pieces altogether (not that that was 
necessary for their object), and reduced ‘the half-dollar to 192 grains, 
and the smaller coins in the same proportion, at the same time 
limiting the legal tender of such reduced coins to sums not exceed- 
ing five dollars ; thus adopting a single gold standard, with silver 
tokens for their subordinate coins, as in this country. Of course 
the old silver coin of full weight soon disappeared, and was either 
profitably coined into the new pieces or exported. Before the 
change, an ounce of silver coined into 116 4-J1 cents; now the 
ounce of silver is coined into 125 cents, or one dollar and a quarter. 
The reduction in the weight of the new coin compared with the 
old is about 7 per cent.; but it is doubtful if this reduction has 
bow enough, as it is probable, by the still increasing price of 

lver, that they may before long require to reduce the w eight still 
more. The ounce of silver, as we have said, now coins into 125 
cents; but its intrinsic value has, since the change, been as high as 
1232 cents, leaving a margin of only 1} cent. In the meantime, 
however, the remedy adopted has proved effectual ; silver has ceased 
to be exported, and there is no scarcity of small coins. 

In England an ounce of silver is coined into five shillings and. 
sixpence. When silver was five shillings the ounce, then those 
coins or tokens were about 10 per cent. below their nominal value; 
but as they could only be obtained at the Mint at the full price for 
which they circulate, and as their legal tender was limited. to 


forty shillings, no inconvenience arose from the depreciation, ; and 


they have had the advantage of never being exported as merchan- 
dise. The rise in the price of silver has reduced the depreciation 
of our silver coins from about 10 per cent. to rather less than 7 per 
cent., and should the price of silver rise above 5s 6d the ounce, 
which We think not improbable, it will become necessary further 
to recuce the intrinsic value of our silver coins or tekens. 

As England has long done—as America has recently done 
so now must France do sooner or later. They may try palliatives, 
but they will be all in vain, and will only aggravate the evil. At 
present, a pound of silver, or 5,760 grains, coins into 76 frances and 
80 cents. If then the pound of silver were coined into 84 francs, | 
the coin would be depreciated by about 10 per cent. compared 
with its present value ; but as at present it is intrinsically more 
valuable than gold, the silver coin if so reduced would be only 
about 7 per cent. below the nominal rate which it would repre- 
sent :—and looking to the tendency of silver to rise, it would be 
more prudent on the part of the French Government to adopt a 
still greater depreciation, and to coin a pound of silver into at 
least 90 francs, at the same time limiting the legal tender of ‘suc,

éoin to sums not exceeding fifty or one hundred francs. Of course, 
jn France, as was the case in America, all the old silver coins of full 
weight would disappear, and be sold to the Mint at a profit to be re- 
coined ; but there would be ample security against the exportation 
of the new coin, and against any future inconvenience such as is now 
felt. France would thus have abandoned the impracticable theory 
of a double standard, and, like ourselves, have conformed to a 
single standard of gold: the present importation of silver would 
cease, and consequently the export of gold to supply its place.

PROPOSED MODIFICATIONS IN THE LAWS OF WAR’ 


It is impossible to deny that there is much force and acutenes® 
in the argument on which Mr Marey grounds the refusal of the 
United States to accede to the proposals of the Congress of Paris 
for the abolition of privateering in future wars. The document 
is, like all transatlantic State Papers, frigktfully verbose, and does 
not altogether meet the difficult points of the question; but it is 
sagacious, and not easily to be rebutted. 

Mr Marcy, however, sets out with an assumption which he 
must have known to be fallacious. “It is (he says) fair to presume 
“ that the strong desire to ameliorate the severe usages of war by 
“ exempting private property on the ocean from hostile seizure, to 
“ the extent it is usually exempted on land, was the chief induce- 
“ ment which led to the declaration of the Congress of Paris that 
“ privateering is and remains abolished.” Mr Marcy knew of 
course perfectly well that the Congress had no such intention or 
desire in their minds. No doubt the desire to lessen the evils and 
atrocities of war was the motive which dictated their denuncia- 
tion and abandonment of privateering; but their objection to pri- 
vateers was not that they seized the private property of enemies 
on the high seas, but that, not being a portion of the regular 
established and educated navy of the belligerent, they were not 
under the same control as the regular cruisers, nor manned by as 
eivilised crews, nor commanded by as respectable officers, nor, 
therefore, likely to be as observant of the humanised laws of war 
adopted in these modern days. They are in fact a species of au- 
thorised pirates, to whom no doubt certain rules and regulations 
are issued, but whose obedience to those restrictions cannot easily be 
enforced. They partake to a considerable extent of the cosmopo- 
litan lawlessness of pirates ; and are, it cannot be denied, far more 
likely to disregard the rights of neutrals and to violate the esta- 
blished usages of belligerent forbearance, than regular ships of war. 
No one can fora moment doubt that a captain with a letter of 
marque is more likely to commit atrocities in following his violent 
trade than the captain of a Queen’s or of a “ States” frigate in the 
exercise of his recognised profession. It is the recurrence of this 
undeniable danger that the Congress were anxious to guard against 
in future, and not, as gratuitously pretended, the exemption of 
private merchant ships from legitimate seizure. 

Nor can we altogether admit the parallelism of the case of land 
and water on which Mr Marcy relies so much, though we admit 
the analogy to carry some weight withit. It is true that, asa 
rule, private property in an enemy’s country is respected by an 
invading army, and exempted from wanton plunder or destruction 
in ordinary cases. But this modification, though desirable and 
humane, is comparatively of recent introduction, is by no means 
yet universally adopted, and is subject to several exceptions, Na- 
poleon paid little respect to it: he levied contributions to a scan- 
dalous extent on the private property of all the countries which he 
visited; he made war support itself; and his exactions both in 
Italy and Germany were on a scale wholly without modern prece- 
dent. Moreover, no special exemption is enjoyed by private pro- 
perty in case of the bombardment of towns: humane commanders, 
indeed, often spare those quarters which contain only private 
dwellings and merchants’ stores, and sometimes give a specified 
time for the removal of such before the work of destruction com- 
mences, but this is rather a matter of generous and voluntary 
courtesy than of established obligation, and is by many persons 
held to be of very questionable wisdom and prudence. Nor, again, 
is private property respected in towns taken by assault. Nor, 
finally, do armies abstain from seizing and destroying corn, wine 
houses, or other resources, however appertaining to non-com- 
batants, which might benefit the enemy. 

Another knotty point of the case against privateering Mr 
Marcy has wholly passed by. Guerillas are the privateers of land 
warfare. They are often authorised to harass and destroy the 
invading forces. ‘heir officers constantly hold commissions from 
their sovereign. In one respect they are more defensible and de- 
cent than privateers: they are often real patriots, defending their 
country, their homesteads, and their hearth-stones ; while priva- 
teers are in numberless instances merely commissioned marauders, 
actuated solely by a base love of plunder. Yet guerillas are pro- 
hibited; by the laws of war they are regarded as pirates; and 
the Duke of Wellington gave notice that he would hang them 
without mercy, and acted on that netice in the most determined 
manner. It was felt to be intolerable that men should be able 
to appear one moment as harmless citizens or peasants and gain 
the forbearance due to such, and the next moment should start up 
as_licensed soldiers and claim the privileges accorded to regular 
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troops by the laws of war. Therefore every man who fought 
without a uniform was hanged when taken, instead of being 
treated as a prisoner of war. ‘Ihe object of prohibiting guerillas 
by land and privateers by sea is the same: the wish to eliminate 
all amateurs,—to prevent the carrying on of hostilities by any 
parties who cannot be relied upon for carrying them on, or be 
compelled by the authorities to carry them on, according to pro- 
per regulations and in accordance with the amenities and huma- 
nities of modern international law. 


With the guarding proviso of the foregoing observations, and 
premising further that we wholly approve of the design of the | 
Congress in renouncing and discouraging privateering for the | 
future,—we must admit that there is great force in Mr Marcy’s 
objections to acceding to the proposed abandonment of the prac- | 
tice on the part of the United States. The great empires of 
Europe maintain large regular forces by sea and land: the United 
States object to the maintenance of either. They prefer to raise 
them on the spur of the moment, when an exigency requiring | 
them shall occur. ‘They may be wise or they may be foolish in 
this; but we cannot deny the right of any nation to provide for 
its national defences in whatever civilised mode it may deem pro- 
per. Now privateers are the volunteer troops of maritime war- 
fare; they are the extemporised national defences—the favourite | 
and established mode in America of meeting the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. To prohibit the employment of privateers would, therefore, 
compel the Americans to provide and maintain at great cost a 
permanent naval force; and we can scarcely wonder that they 
should demur to the ratification of a new article in the code of 
international law which would entail upon them so unwelcome a 
necessity. 

But how far it would be advisable to purchase their consent to | 
the proposed change by acceding to the condition on which they | 
offer to yield that consent—how far it would be wise to enact 
that in future the private property of citizens of the belligerent 
nation shall be held exempt from seizure by sea as well as by | 
iand—strikes usas very questionable. Such a measure would doubt- 
less greatly mitigate the pressure of hostilities and the burdens 
and sufferings they entail upon the contending nations; but in 
precisely the same proportion would it render wars more frequent 
and more prolonged, and cause them to be undertaken on slighter | 
provocation and more trivial causes, and to be waged with more | 
pertinacious obstinacy. It is, beyond doubt, for the benefit of | 
civilisation that wars should be as little savage, painful, and de- 
structive as possible. It is, however, still more desirable that they 
should be as few and as brief as possible. And if the proposal of 
Mr Marcy were accepted, wars might be carried on between rich | 
and powerful States almost as an exercise or a pastime,—without 
interfering with the usual avocations of citizens, without exposing 
them to any risk, without imposing on them any burdens (beyond 
a somewhat increased taxation ),— without, in fact, bringing “home 
“ to their business and bosoms” any one urgent motive for insisting | 
on the cessation of a ferocious and bloody contest. If private pro- | 
perty is to be sacred from injury by land, and if the commerce of | 
merchants is to be as secure and profitable as during peace—sub- 
ject only to the interference caused by actual blockade, it is not 
easy to see what mode the more powerful or more just belligerent 
could have recourse to for compelling submission and achieving 
peace, 

Nay, more. Under such restrictions, it is evident that wars 
would be reduced toa mere duel between standing armies and 
established fleets. That which is now a conflict between nations, 
in which every citizen is liable to suffer and to pay—and in which, 
therefore, every citizen has astrong interest in bringing to bear the 
full weight of his pacific influence upon his Government—would 
then be a trial of strength between Kings and Rulers only, which 
they might enter upon lightiy and continue stubbornly, as long as | 
men and money were forthcoming. ‘There would be no in- 
terruption—or only a very slight comparative interruption—of | 
the smooth current of ordinary life. Soldiers and sailors will | 
always prefer being active to being idle; and their intense per- 
sonal and professional interest in the continuance of a state of war 
would tend to override the lukewarm and general tax-paying in- 
terest in the return of peace. The more you minimise the general 
suffering and derangement caused by a state of hostilities—the more 
you confine it to one class (and that one, a class which personally 
likes the occupation),—the more surely will you increase the fre- 
quency and the pertinacity of that state—to which the chief dislike 
is now caused by the extent to which its evils and inconveniences 
are spread over the whole of the community.

Aqriculture. 


THE HARVEST. 

THOUGH there have been partial, and in places heavy showers of 
rain during the past week, a considerable quantity of wheat has 
| been carried. The condition of the corn, however, cannot be very 
good, so that but little of it will come at once into consumption. 
Towards the end of the weck the appearance of the weather has 
| again become threatening. In Scotland and the North and North- 
West of England the rain has been of a more serious amount 
than in the South. Potatoes now generally show symptoms of 
disease, though not of so virulent a character as formerly. Taking 
the tone of the corn marketas an indication of the opinion | of traders 
in grain, we should say no feeling of alarm exists. The very bad 
weather of last week only advanced the price of wheat about 3s per 
quarter, and with the more favourable weather of the week just past 
prices have rather receded. It appears from a statement in the 
Mark Lane Express, that up to Saturday, the 23rd of August in- 
stant, the rainfall of the month, as recorded at King’s Langley, 

in Hertfordshire, did not reach the average amount of rain w vhich 
in a series of years has fallen in that county during August. For 
eight years the average fall was 2.42 inches, while up to the 23rd 
instant the fall was 2.31 inches. Subsequent showers have proba- 
bly brought it to an amount fully equal to the average. The fall, 
however, was very heavy within a few days. Thus, on the 16th 
and 18th about one-third of an inch fell; on the 20th, 1.09 inch. 
The statement of the average rainfall in the month of August 
during the last eight years gives a very imperfect notion of what 
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was the weather of each of those years, the rainfall having varied 
from 4.70 inches to 0.97 inch. ‘The following figures give the fall

“On my journey to Vienna, via Trieste, I saw a young man whom [ 
thought I knew. I accosted him; he said that my features were familiar 
to him, but that still he did not know who I was, We chatted about the 
play for a few minutes, and there our conversation ended, The next day, 
as I was walking with a voung Italian then serving in the Austrian army, 
I met him again. I said that I thought 1 recollected having met him in 
Rome, and that his name was Ernesto Galvagni. He replied that this was 
possible, but that he did not recall the circumstance. 1 gave him my card, 
bearing my fictitious name of Georgio Hernagh, and he out of politeness 
gave me his. The police discovered that 1 had spoken with Galvagni ‘at 
Trieste. Questioned concerning him, and concerning much else at the same 
time, I said that I had known Galvagni at Rome, and that J had acciden - 
tally met him at Trieste. On this admission Senior Galvagni was arrested, 
on the 4th of March, 1855, and subjected to the Special Inquisition. It was 
proved beyond all doubt that he had no political relation with me, but heis 
nevertheless detained for not having denounced me tw the police. Before 
escaping from the castle I again declared formally to Signor Sauchey that 
Signor Galvagni had never known me under my real name of Orsini, that 
I never uttered this name at Trieste, that he knew me simply as Hernagh, 
and that he was entirely innocent, which fact I had stated during my first 
examination, For all this Signor G ilvagni iz still a prisoner in the castle 
of Mantua.” 

The tribunal before which these cases are tried is called the Special 
Court of Justice. No defence is permitted, and the prisoner is not allowed 
a copy of the Criminal Code. His process is intrusted to a councillor, who 
unites in his person the offices of prosecutor, counsel for the prisoner, and 
judge. Besides this person, there are present his secretary and two assessors, 


“ For this last office the citizens least disaff:cted to Austria are chosen, 
Their office to see whether the bastinado is administered ; that the 
prisoner is not imposed upon; that suggestions are not made to him in the 
questions put by his eccusers, But this is a mere faree, and if either of the 
assessors dared to oppose any act of the members of the tribunal, he would 
very soon take the place of the prisoner himse'f. They are mere automata 
as far as the trial is concerned; they chat together, and sometimes amuse 
themselves at the prisoners’ expense. At other times they exhort them to 
reveal and confess all that they know, and very often they sleep through- 
out the examinations.” 

The witnesses that are brought against the prisoner see him through a 
sliding panel; but they are hidden from his sight, and their nawes con- 
cealed from his knowledge for fear that their well-paid perjuries should ex-

cite his revenge. 
er’s signature, and are believed to be unscrupulously altered and garbled. 
Suc’ gratuitous tyranny as that displayed in the case of Signor Galvagni, 
such injudicious severity as that shown towards the unfortunate Tazzoli,

The other fact to which this narrative forcibly witnesses is the power 
and the virtue of a people actuated by one common and generous feeiing. 
It enables them to assist each other in seemingly hopeless difficulties, aud 
to evade the utmost vigilance of their oppressors. This it is that enables 
Mazzini to travel undetected through the enemy’s camp ;—this it is that 
enabled Orsini to escape from the castle of S. Georgio at Mantua, one of 
the securest and most impenetrable of the fortress-prisons of Italy. Sur- 
rounded by incorruptible and strictly denied intercourse with any 
one, he yet found means to communicate with his friends and to receive 
from them a set of How he effected this he wisely abstains from re- 
lating. A description of his cell will afford an idea of the difficulties which 
still awaited him after he was in possession of the saws, 

“ T have been removed to cell No, 4, the mst secure in the whole castle; 
it is at a greater distance from the ground than No. 3, because steps lead 
up to it from the passage. It is about 23 feet in height, 11 feet in length, 
and 74 in width ;

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however, was not long enough, and he fell twenty feet, bruising himself so 
seriously, that for several hours he remained inactive. At a quarter to six 
aan., he called to a peasant boy, who helped him out of the ditch by means 
of his cord. Once safely landed at the top of the wall he ioformed him 
and the rest of the passers by that he was a political prisoner. At six 
a.m. the first visit to the cell was due, and a quarter of an hour after the 
peasant boy had rescued him his flight must have been discovered. That 
day he concealed himself in the cane-fields, and in the evening 
was taken by some patriot friends to a secure hiding-place, For a 
week he was unable to move; they nursed him with care, 
and assisted his escape out of Italy when he had quite re- 
covered from the effects of his fall. It must be remembered that 
Mantua was not Orsini’s birthplace, nor does he mention having any 
special friends there. The services that were rendered to him would be 
rendered to any other distressed patriot, in spite of the severity of the 
Austrian regulations and the number of her police and spies. We trust 
that the publication of this little work will not aggravate the condition of 
the remaining prisoners. Signor Orsini has carefully abstained from any 
word which might implicate others, or give the Austrians a clue to those 
who helped him in his hazardous undertaking. The present volume is 
translated from the unpublished manuscript of Orsini, and is likely to be 
much read in England.

Ling’s Educational and Curative Exercises. 

Dr CHapMAN has done a good deed in explaining the methodus nedendi of 
the Stockholm reformer. Ling long ago conceived the idea that 
many, if not most, diseases might be cured by the judicious exercise of 
particular muscles, which should stimulate the action of special or- 
gans. This system he termed “ scientific gymnastics,’ and the success 
which resulted from its application was certainly most remarkable. 
We fully believe that its adoption might in many instances supersede 
the necessity of resorting to drugs, and in not afew might effect a 
cure when drugs had failed. The pamphlet not only describes the

The Councils General of departments have commenced their session, 
and the Protectionist fraternity are already employing a!l means, foul and 
fair, to induce them to declare against the Government bill for replacing 
prohibitions in the tariffs by high duties, and against a liberal com- 
mercial policy generally. Truth to speak, I do not anticipate that the 
Protectionists will have much difficulty in attaining their ends, for in 
most of the Councils they possess many fervent partisans, and in the rest 
they have on their side the deep-rooted prejudice against free trade 
which unfortunately still exists in France in spite of the preaching of 
economists and the practical ir fluence of neighbouring nations. But I 
cannot bring myself to believe that the Government of the Emperor (by 
which I mean the Emperor himself, for the Ministers count for nothing) 
can, after the important tariff reforms it has effected, consent to pay the 
slightest attention to the ignorant babble of these petty provincial parlia- 
ments. On it, at all events, the writing and speaking of a body of men 
who, as regards talent, stand higher than any body in Europe, cannot 
have been thrown away—to it the experience of the foremost nations in 
the world, and, above all, that which it has made itself, cannot have 
spoken in vain. The Protectionists, to be sure, are spreading a report 
that no less a personage than the Minister of the Interior is so hostile to 
the prohibition-abolition bill and so rabid a Protectionist, that he is 
encouraging the Councils General to protest against the bill and te pro 
claim protection coute que coute: but it is not credible that a member of 

| the Government of an absolute Sovereign, who has proved himself to be 

| liberally inclined in Customs matters, can so fly in the face of his 

| master—it is not credible that a minister, who, by command of that 

) master, has assisted in carrying out great reforms which have done much 
good to the country, should have the assurance to use the influence his 
place gives him to thwart further reforms that the Sovereign has re- 
solved on. 


To declare that the resolutions of the Councils General of France against 
free trade will possess no great value, may not seem very respectful to 
those bodies, but the declaration may be safely made, for on other occa- 
sions they have proved themselves utterly incapable of regarding the 
subject in any other than a petty local light. The Council General of 
| the Seine Inferieure, for example, has more than once declared vehemently 
| that the duties on English coal were scandalously unjust, but that the 
, duty on English cotton goods ought to be rigorously maintained. And 
| why did it saythis? Because the Seine Inferieure manufactured cotton 
| goods and burnt English coal. The coal-producing departments on their 
| part have proclaimed the excessive duties on jron iniquitous in the ex- 
| treme, but that thoseon ¢oal could not be reduced without danger to 
| the country. The iron districts of the Marne have wondered how the 
coal monopolists could consent to levy a heavy tax on the nation for 
their own personal advantage, but have thought hanging too good for the 
wretch who could dare to recommend a reduction of the iron duties. 
The agricultural departments have voted with enthusiasm that the duties 
on iron ought to be diminished, because they make agricultural imple- 
ments dear, but have gone wild with wrath at the idea of having foreign 
oxen, sheep, and corn admitted on moderate terms. And so we might 
go through the whole of the eighty-six departments, and find them all, 
with two or three exceptions, equally shortsighted and unjust—equally 
incapable of seeing anything beyond their own petty boutique. One of 
the exceptions deserves especial mention—it is the Council General of 
the department of the Herault.

The present returns show a decrease of circulation, 148,472/ ; 
an increase of public deposits, 53,6281; a decrease of private 
deposits, 538,5781 ; a decrease of securities, 655,9211, made up of 
an increase of Government securities, 51,944/, and a decrease of 
private securities, 707,865/; a decrease of bullion, 19,868/; a 
decrease of rest, 42,3671, and an increase of reserve, 120,157. 
The only important feature is the reduction of private securi- 
ties, which i is, however, balanced to a great extent by the reduc- 
tion of private deposits. 

Money is not easy, but there is no pressure for it. The market 
generally is not over- supplied, and when money is paid in by one 
party to the Bank it is borrowed by another, here iz no accu- 
mulation therefore. ‘Ihe terms of the market. remain about the 
same. Money is taken on call at 32 per cent., and the best bills 
are discounted at 4 to 43. 

In the exchanges the chief alteration is, that the St Petersburg 
are high... The silver rouble has increased in value, in consequence 
of the purchases of corn or of advances made to Russia. In the 
other exchanges there is no alteration, though on the whole they 
are rather more favourable for England. 

The reported arrival of the precious metals in the week is 
138,0007 from the United States.

The funds have been comparatively steady through the week. 
In truth, the majority of the dealers and speculators being out of 
town, and the public having no particular occasion either to invest 
money or take it out, there has been very little business doing. 
Consols opened to- day : at 95 to 953 for money, and at 95; for the 
account, and, in consequence of some heavy sales, receded. ‘They 
closed 954 for the account. The settlement of ‘the account for 
the 8th prox. has already begun, and some parties have carried 
over their purchases to the October account. Money has been 
borrowed on Consols for a month at 5 per cent., an indica- 
tion that the borrowers expect money will be cheaper, or that 
more will be ready for investment and Consols at a higher figure. 
The terms just mentioned show that it is now in demand on the 
Stock Exchange.

The Ottoman Bank shares have declined, perhaps affected by 
the new project for a National Bank in ‘Turkey, though itis so pre- 
posterous in many points, that there is little probability of monied 
men subscribing to the terms; perhaps influenced by those who 
use the project to depreciate the shares that they may purchase 
them. Whatever be the cause, the shares have fluctuated in value 
and have declined. 

Arrivals from New York to the 16th complain of some injury 
having been inflicted on the tradefJof that place by unfounded 
rumours of the appearance of the yellow fever, no case of which 
had occurred. ‘The week closed with a firmer tone to the mone 
market, and a slight advance in the rates for paper, though with- 
out any pressing demand in commercial circles. Leans on call 
were relatively easier, being done readily at 7 per cent., while 
prime paper went at 8 to 9 per cent., according to maturity. 





COMPARATIVE EXCHANGES. 

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 7 per mille premium, and the 
short exchange on London is 25°27 per ll sterling. On comparing these 
rates with the English mint price of 3/ 17s 10}d per ounce for stand- 
ard gold, it appears that gold is nearly 3-10ths per cent. dearer in 
Paris than in London. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 425 per mark, and the 
short exchange on London is 13° 33 per 1/ sterling. Standard gold, at the 
English mint price, is therefore about 6-10ths per cen’, dearer in Hamburg 
than in London. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is 109 per cent., which, as compared with the Mint par between 
the two countries, shows that the exchange is slightly in favour of Eng- 
land ; and, after making allowance for charges of transport and difference 
of interest, the present rate leaves a small profit on the importation of 
gold from the United States.

The changes in society are so great and rapid that there is no index to 
them in the past, and those who consult only it are sure to be led astray. 
The considerable fall in might seem to recommend 
would not, in fact, be now desirable. It is very clear that throughout 
Europe there is a deficiency of agricultural products, and a present 
reduction of price, which might check future production, or lessen the 
stimulus which the somewhat sluggish agriculturist requires to make 
him exert himself, would in the end be extremely injurious. We neither 
anticipate, from all that we can learn, either a great reduction in the 
price of corn, nor do we think, under present circumstances, that such a 
reduction would be desirable. 

The wheat market to-day was not well attended, and sales could only 
be effected at a reduction of 2s. Barley continues enormously dear, and 
is almost at the price which Sir Robert Peel thought sufficient to satisfy 
the farmers for wheat. The arrivals of all kinds of grain since Monday 
are small; the deliveries from the farmers only amounting to 40,895 qrs 
against 71,104 qrs in the corresponding week of last year. 

Since the 20th, only 17 vessels grain-laden have arrived off the coast, 
of which eight only are of wheat. 
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The broken weather which we have experienced has extended to the 
neighbouring Continent, and the corn markets there have risen, The 
rye harvest is generally secured in good condition, but there is yet much 
wheat in the fields, which has suffered from the wet. In Europe gene- 
rally the harvest seems to disappoint expectations, and we shall in the 
ensuing year probably be much indebted to the United States. 

The harvest reports from all sections of the Union, says the New York 
Shipping List, continue favourable. The late rains had a good effect on 
the growing crops. The new wheat Is generally of excellent quality, and 
the aggregate yield will probably be the largest ever known in the country. 

The sugar market has been heavy in the week, and the price has de- 
clined from 6d to ls per cwt. Cargoes of foreign, too, have undergone a 
reduction. 

For coffee there is a good demand, and an extensive business has been 
done at full prices. 

Tea is a little less du!] than it was, but the prices cannot be quoted as 
improved. The consumption continues to be large, and increasing year 
by year. Duty was paid at this port during the week ended 2Ist instant 
on 665,840 lbs, against 478,122 lbs in the same period last year.

There has been a moderate demand only in the Liverpool cotton mar- 
ket during the past week, and the sales reach 48,000 bales; spinners 
have taken 32,000 bales, speculators 8,000 bales, and exporters 8,000 
bales. Prices in the week are unchanged for all descriptions. To-day the 
sales are 7,000 bales. The American accounts announce rather higher 
prices in consequence of serious reports of damage done to the new crop 
by heavy storms ; the next mail is therefore looked for with in- 
terest. In the London market a fair business has been done, considering 
| the small stock. 1,800 bales have been sold; prices are again higher; 
Surats, 1-16d; Tinnivelly Madras, }d per Ib. 

The public sales of colonial wool terminated on Monday, and were well 
attended to the end. Prices at the commencement declined, but they 
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the previous sales. The demand for wool still continues, and in private 
transactions the price is fully maintained. We learn, too, from Breslau, 
that the sales at the market there to the 27th had been animated, and 
the rates higher than at the previous sales. 

In the oil and seeds market the business was less animated than of 
late; but though, from the absence of many dealers at this period, the 
market has been inactive, prices have not declined, In every market 
nearly, there is evidence of active demand and insufficient supply. The 
rapid development of society which has taken place within the last six 
years, and which the late shabby war rather diverted than interrupted, 
continues, and appears more likely to increase in velocity than be sus- 
pended. Month after month, and year after year, the predictions of 
those who looked for a revulsion have been disappointed. In truth, 
the capabilities of Europe and the wants of the people are now only 
beginning to be appreciated; and we are only getting a glimpse, as it 
were, of the vast means at their disposal, and the many profitable enter- 
prizes which urgently require to be undertaken.

London, Aug. 25, 1856. 

The second series of public sales of colonial wool commenced on the 
17th ultimo, and closed this day; the catalogues have contained the fol- 
lowing quantities :—-Sydney, 23,950; Port Philip and Portland Bay, 
26,729; Van Diemen’s Land, 8,073 ; Adelaide, 10,010; Cape, 6,350; New 
Zealand, 3,429; Swan River, 837 ; East India, 4,225; total, 83,613 bales, 
Egyptian and Turkey, 463 ; Buenos Ayres, 674; Mogadore and Barbary, 
966; German, 207; sundries, 876; total, 3,126 bales. The high range of 
prices obtained at the May series, and especially during the earlier part, 
had the effect of checking the consumption of wool. The prices of manu- 
factured goods proving unremunerative to the producer, staplers found it 
difficult to effect sales even at a considerable reduction from cost price ; 
this, together with the earlier arrival of wool this year, and the immense 
quantity to be offered at these sales, produced a strong conviction, which 
was very general, that prices must of necessity be considerably lower. The 
sales opened, however, with a large attendance of buyers for home con- 
sumption, at a reduction of about Id per lb, but the competition for 
foreign account has again not been very active. The bright and auspici- 
ous weather created a hopeful feeling with regard to the harvest, and con- 
fidence in a good and plentiful yield, and chiefly under this cheering in- 
fluence prices advanced 1d to 1}d per lb, which rates were, with very 
slight variations, well maintained, We estimate that the prices realised 
at these sales will be found to be on the average abuut 10 per cent. above 
those obtained at the corresponding series of last year.

The advices from Europe 
and the United States, which we received about the middle of last month, 
were very favourable for the article, but buyers became more cautious, 
and were not so eager to purchase; holders, however, continued to ask 
higher rates, which buyers were obliged to submit to, so that altogether 
the advance from 30th June to this date has been about 2s 6d per cwt, 
For the coming crop a good many contracts have been made, The stock 
is estimated at 230,000 boxes here, and 42,000 boxes at Matanzas. 
Muscovadoes have likewise continued in good demand, and the stocks 
are becoming very small; we must quote them 9}rls to 12 rls, according 
to quality, from outports; several contracts have also been made for 
inuscovadoes for next crop. Molasses—Very little business has been 
doing, but the article remains firm here at 7} rls to 8 rls per keg; a 
cargo was purchased at an outport at 7} ris, but the dealers are ask- 
ing 8 rls to 8} rls for clayed, and 10 rls to 11 rls for muscovado, at Ma- 
tanzas and Cardenes.

We have Ticelichord ‘another quiet week, and there is more disposi- 
tion on the part of makers of cloth suitable for India and China to ac- 
cept lower prices. All other descriptions are unchanged in value, and 
generally are still well engaged, especially 9-5 printers. In yarn there is 
no change that deserves notice, there being nothing in the market: rates 
are well maintained. 

For the next few weeks the course of our market will very much de- 
pend upon the state of weather. Its present unfavcurable state excites | 
a good deal of uneasiness for the safety of the crops; and the appear- 
ance of the potato disease in many places add to this feeling. 

According to the telegraph in anticipation of the mails from India and | 
China, no improvement is yet to be expected from that quarter. 
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NoTTINGHAM, Aug. 28.—The lace trade ie quiet, plain goods bei 
most in demand, with a scarcity in supply. For cotton quiltings there 
still continues a good inquiry, 

BraDForp, Aug. 28,—The transactions continue limited, and there sis is 
no alteration in prices worthy of quotation. Yarns—The operations in 
yarns for the Continent are more extensive, and there is a manifest de- 
sire to enter into contracts for future delivery. Pieces—There is an evi« 
dent feeling amongst the manufacturers to have increased prices for their 
goods, they having for several months past been unable to cover the 
cost of production. 

Leeps, Aug. 26.—The cloth markets to-day have been tolerably brisk, 
and a full average amount of business has been done. The tone of the 
trade has rather improved, in consequence, to some extent, of the im- 
proved state of the weather. Prices are firm, and stocks are quite within 
a reasonable compass. 

HuppersFIiELp, Aug. 26.—There has been a fair attendance of buyers 
in the market to-day, and business has been rather brisker. ‘The largest 
sales have been in fancies, both bordered and plain. In low goods, 
steel mixtures, and black doeskins, the transactions have been of mode- 
rate extent. 

Rocupa.e, Aug. 25.—Wool—We have no alteration in prices from 
last week. Generally, the trade has been fiat. Flannel—A much larger 
business has been done to-day. The trade in Yorkshire goods has been 
rather better in some kinds, and prices are maintained. 
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AMERICAN GRAIN AN] FLOUR MARKETS. 

New York, Aug. 12.—BREADSTUFFs.—Flour.—The foreign news 
had a depressing influence on prices, and sales were made at a decline of 
10c to 15c per barrel, especially on common grades. The sales footed up 
about 7,000 to 8,000 barrels, including all kinds, at about the following 
quotations .—Common to good State, 5.75 dols te 6.0 dols ; common 
to good Michigan, 5.50 dols to 5.75 dols; extra State, 6 dols to 6.25 
dols; common to good Ohio, 6 dols to 6.25 dols ; extra Ohio, 6.35 dols 
to 7.65 dols; Southern mixed to good brands, 7.25 dols to 7.75 dols; 
ditto fancy and extra, 7.50 dols to 8.75 dols; Canadian superfine and 
extra, 6.25 dois to 7.65 dols; choice extra Georgetown, Richmond City 
Mills, and St Louis, 8 dols to 9 dols; Haxall and Gallegos, 10.50 dols to 
10.75 dols. Amongthe new flour which appeared in market was Venice 
Mills, from Obio, and small lots of new Genesee flour; the latter was 
sold at 10 dols per barrel. Canada was only sold to a moderate extent, 
at quotations. Southern flour was plenty and lower, with sales of about 
800 barrels at prices given above. Kye flour was quiet at a decline of 3 
to 5 cents for fine and superfine. The stock of corn meal was light and 
prices steady, with sales of 250 barrels. Brandywine at 4.12} dols to 
arrive. Wheat—The market was from 5c to 8c lower, and active at the 
decline. The sales embraced about 40,000 to 60,000 bushels, including 
about 10,000 to 15,000 bushels Southern white, at 1.62} dol to 1.66 dol, 
and 5,000 ditto, to arrive, at 1.60 dol; white Canada, at 1.53 dol to 
1.65 dol; new Southern red at 1.50 dol to 1.60 dol; Chicago common 
spring at 1.20 dol to 1.28 dol; and Milwaukie red at 1.40 dol; new 
white Ohio at 1.62 dol. Corn was Ic to 2c lower, but the market was 
active, with sales of about 6,000 to 7,000 bushels, including distilling lots 
at 56c to 57c, and sound Western mixed, in shipping order, at 61c to 61jec. 
Southern yellow was at 60c, and white was held at 70c. Rye was nomi- 
nal at 84cto 85c. 

Avucust 16.—Flour and Meal—The demand for Western Canal 
flour is in excess of the supply, and prices are 10c better on the low 
grades, and fancy brands command astill greater advance, owing to their 
scarcity, Exporters have not purchased very freely, as shipping brands 
are taken by the trade at prices above the limits of export orders, but 
are still relatively lower than wheat. The sales are 11,000 bris, at 5.50 
dols to 5.70 dols for doubtful superfine; 5.75 dols to 6 dols common to 
good State ; 5.90 dols to 6.10 dols for superfine Indiana and Upper Lake; 
6.20 dols to 6.40 dols for superfine Ohio; 6.40 Gols to 6.95 dols for com- 
mon to fair extra Ohio; 6.95 dols to 7.70 dols for fair to very good extra 
Ohio ; and 6.60 dols to 9.50 dois for St Louis brands. Canadian flour is 
more plentiful and is in fair demand; sales of 800 bris at 6 dols to 7.50 
dols for extra brands. Southern flour is lower and quite unsettled with 
more doing at the decline; sales of 2,000 bris at 7.25 dols to 7.60 dols for 
mixed to good superfine, and 7 65 dois to 8.40 dols for favourite fancy 
and extra brands ; sales of superfine are reported at the close at 7 dols. 
Grain.—There is less doing in wheat, and prime only is sustained. 
Common is dull and nominal. Corn is a shade better and in good 
demand. 





LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


: MARK Lang, Fripay EVENING. 

The return of comparatively fine weather has checked the upward 
movement in the value of wheat. Both here and in the various local 
markets, the amount of business doing in that grain this week has been 
small, and almost wholly confined to immediate wants on the part of 
millers. Barley, however, has sold steadily at high rates, and the value 
of most other articles has been well supported. 

The progress of harvest work, even in our most favoured districts, 
continues slow. The want of adequate labour is much complained of 
generally, and it is placed beyond a doubt that some weeks must elapse, 
even with the aid of a dry atmosphere, ere the whole of the crops can be 
secured, As regards the extent of the damage done to the wheats by 
the late heavy rains, some correspondents state that it is extensive, 


| others that much of the corn will be carried without much ioss ftom 


sprouting. From personal inspection of the crop, we are enabled to 
state that many of the reports which have found their way into print are 
That the wheats have suffered from excessive 
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gevisture, not a doubt can exist; but we have visited localities in which 
wheats have been thrashed in the fields, and which have turned outa 
good sample, considering the nature of the soil on which they were 
produced. The acreable yield of the crop is much understated, and we 
have very little hesitation in saying that the quantity of wheat grown 
amounts to a full average per acre. When we take into consideration 
the additional breadth of land under cultivation, we may fairly conclude 
that the total supply is a large one; still, this will not compensate the 
growers for a deficient sample as to quality; neither will inferior 
condition give a large return for the outlay of capital. The fine crop of 
barley has become much discoloured, and much of it rendered unfit for 
malting purposes. This article, therefore, is likely to rule very high 
in price for a considerable period. Oats, beans, and peas are turning 
out well. 


In Ireland and Scotland, the corn trade has been heavy, and prices have 
been with difficulty supported. 


The stock of last year’s wheat is now almost exhausted, consequently, 
we have commenced the consumption of the new crop with an unusual 
small supply of old corn on hand. It is gratifying to observe that the 
potato disease has not exhibited any signs of increase; but dry weather 
is now much required for the crop. 


To-day’s market was very scantily supplied with home-grown wheat, 
and the condition of the samples was by no means first-rate. The trade 
ruled heavy, and to have forced sales of old qualities lower prices must 
have been submitted to. In foreign wheat, very litle was doing at Mon- 
day’s currency. All spring corn was firm, and quite as dear; but 
country flour was the turn lower. American parcels were much 
neglected. 

An average business has been transacted in floating cargoes of wheat 
this week. In his circular issued this evening, Mr Edward Rainford ob- 
serves :—“ Arrivals of floating cargoes of grain off the coast have fallen 
off in number. Since the 20th only 17 vessels laden with grain are re- 
ported, viz.:—-Of wheat, | cargo from Ancona, 2 Ibraila, 2 Berdianski, 
1 Odessa, 2 Galatz; of wheat, &c, 1 cargo from Alexandria, 1 Con- 
stantinople ; of maize, 4 cargoes from Galatz and 1 Constantinople; 
of barley, 1 Constantinople ; of rye, 1 New York. There has been a 
good business in floating cargoes since the 23rd. Kalafat wheat has 
changed owners at 50s, Danube at 48s 6d, Marianople at 67s and 65s— 
allarrived. Torganrog Ghir'sa, on passage, several cargoes at 59s to 61s, 
Egyptian Behara wheat at 42s 6d, Sadi at 44s 6d. In transactions in 
Indian corn there has been some excitement since last Friday, and prices 
have advanced 2s Gd to 3s per quarter. Arrived Galatz maize ( con- 
dition not quite perfect) has been disposed of at 33s 6d ; in gocd con- 
dition, early in the week, at 33s 9d to 34s; Foxanian at 34s 6d. On 
passage, several cargoes of Galatz at 34s to 34s 6d. Of Ibraila, 1 cargo 
has been taken at 32s, several at 348 6d, and 1 at 34s 9d. Odessa 
maize, arrived, has been sold at. 32s and 33s ; on passage, a cargo, new 
crop, at 35s. For arrived Galatz maize 36s 6d is now asked, and some 
holders demand more for cargoes to arrive. 2 or 3 cargoes of maize, 
arrived, remain for sale; and 8 or 9 cargoes of wheat, the latter princi- 
pally consisting of Berdianski, Marianople, and Danubian qualities. A 
cargo of rye from the Continent, arrived, is alsoin the market. Hard 
Kubanka wheat has been sold for Lisbon this week at 66s net, cost, 
freight, and insurance.”

Advices from Spain and Portugal state that the value of all kinds of food 
has considerably advanced in those countries; consequently, that very few 
shipments of stock will be made to England during the remainder of the 
year. The exports from Holland are rather on the increase. 

To-day’s market was fairly supplied with foreign stock, the condition of 
which was by no means prime. 

There was an increase in the receipts of home-fed beasts as to number, 
and the condition of most breeds exhibited an im povement, compared with 
Monday last. The beef trade was rather dull, and prices were 2d per 8 lbs 
lower than on this day week. The highest figure for the best Scots was 
4s 10d per 8 lbs.
